EDMONTON'S LANES 

The commissioners are considering 
whether something can be done this year 
toward gravelling the lanes in the cen- 
tral portion of the city. Unless the cost is 
prohibitive, there is likely to be no scar- 
city of applications for this class of im- 
provement, for the need is great and the 
benefit obvious. 

Edmonton lanes, like Hdmonton’s un- 
improved streets, provide ample proof 
that this is a country of productive soil 
and ample rainfall, Fertile soil and water 
make mud, and mud is the generic name 
of Edmonton's unpayed and ungravelled 
lanes in mid-summer, as it is of streets 
which have been neither surfaced nor gra- 
veiled, 


RADIUM IN THE NORTH? 

The adage that there is always some- 
thing new coming out of Africa has to be 
changed. It is out of northern Canada 
that something new is always coming, in 
the way of prospective mineral develop- 
ments. The latest news is contained in a 
despatch from Ottawa, to the effect that 
radium may be obtained from pitchblende 
found on the eastern shore of Great Bear 
Lake. 


is very limited, the price fabulous, and the 
demand indefinite, for scientific and medi- 
cinal use. ‘The supply is now obtained 
from Bohemia, the United States and the 
Congo. The opening of a new source in 
northern Canada would be important in 
dustrially and commercially.

Similar proposals have been made 
in Saskatchewan and Manitoba. There is 
no doubt that a considerable proportion of 
the people of western Canada favor that 
measure of free trade, and see in it a 
means to somewhat offset the results of 
the fall in prices of western farm pro- 
ducts.

Owners of Canadian commercial 
broadcasting stations announce that they, 
or some of them, have entered into a self- 
denying ordinance by which they agree 
to limit advertising propaganda to three 
minutes in each hour, or five per cent of 
the time they are on the air. 

Score one for the Aird report, and fox 
the vigorous and growing demand from 
the owners of receiving sets that broad- 
casting be changed from the basis of a 
business that is run for the benefit of the 
owners of broadcasting stations to the 
bas‘s of a service operated for the enter- 
tainment and benefit of the public. 

Let sobody imagine that this _ self- 
imposed restriction on the part of the 
broadcasters springs from consideration 
for the owners of receiving sets, or from 
a desire to de-commercialize broadcasting 
in the interests of national culture.

CANADA TO MOSCOW 

In reference to the proposed dea! in 
farm implements with Soviet. Russia, it is 
worth noting that the Soviet trade repre- 
sentatives only appeared on the doorstep 
at Ottawa after they had been kicked off 
the doorstep at Washington. 

So long as the United States would ac- 
cept Russian pulpwood and other products, 
the Soviet did its buying in the United 
States. But the moment Washington de- 
manded to be shown that Soviet products 
were not the product of slave labor, the 
Soviet turned to Canada, as being per- 
haps less fastidious in such matters. 

If Soviet industries are not being car- 
ried on under conditions which amount to 
serfdom, it would be easy to establish the 
contrary facts. If that had been done the 
commerce with the United States would 
have flowed along as smoothly as before, 
and Canada would not have been honored 
with the proffered patronage of the So- 
viet. But Stalin and his associates made 
no attempt to disprove the allegation and 
thus continue the trade they had appar- 
ently found satisfactory. The conclusion 
is obvious, 

With that background in mind, the 
proposition simply was that Canada 
should accept Soviet slave-mined coal in 
payment for farm implements with which 
to equip the Soviet’s slave-operated farms 
and enable ‘these to undersell Canadian 
wheat-growers still more successfully in 
the markets of Europe—and the Orient. 
Rejection of the proposal should correct 
the idea of the gentlemen at Moscow 
that Canada may be less particular than 
the United States as to the source of im- 
ported goods, and more ready to pit its 
working popufation against the ration-fed 
operatives of Russian mines and wheat- 
fields.

Massage removes the fatigue poisons from the mus- 
cles; it is singularly useful in toning up the muscles 
of sluggish intestines, and is invaluable in the cure 
of long-standing constipation. 

Massage improves tre cliculation of both blood 
and lymph. It may be used with great benefit in 
cases of prolapsus or during iong periods of convales- 
cence when tne patient is confined in bed, It is of 
value in promoting the growth of hair, and many 
hair restorers owe their success to the massage which 
accompanies their application, ‘The same may be 
said of face creams and tissue creams, 

Massage may be used with dieting for reducing 
the weight, since deep rubbing will assist !n forcing 
more blood through fatty deposits and absorbing 
them more readily. 

Often, one suffering from gas pains may be re- 
lieved by abdominal massage which assists in expell- 
ing the gas. 

Massage is not advised locally in tuberculosis or 
during an acute inflammation or skin eruptions, after 
burns or hemorrhages, nor during fevers, 

When used properly, massage is a great help in 
maintaining the health, Many wealthy persons main- 
tain their own private massuers who travel with 
them. In Hollywood, where it is so necessary to re- 
tain a youthful appearance, massage has become very 
popular for soothing away unwanted luinps of flesh, 
and building in hollow places, until the desired per- 
fect form is achieved.

Reassessment

Political forces in legislatures are 
insisting that educational systems 
reassess thenvselves before they make 
further demands for funds, 

It becomes important to ask what 
sort of reassessment of education 


the people want, 

Do they want a quick reassess- 
ment of the obvious, or do they 
want a reassessment that grayples 
with the very fundamentals of the 
educational process? 

I hope the future will prove that 
they want the latter, but if they do 
they must realize that such reassess- 
ment is necessarily a slower proc 
and lends itself to less colorful baily 
hoo than the dramatic dismissal of 
individual members of faculties and 
the staging of personal conflicts be- 
tween prominent educators, 

Genuine educational reconstruc- 
tion cannot be the quick process 
that politicians sometimes demand, 

The history of universities, for in- 
stance, is strewn with the wrecks of 
quick reforms that promised much 
and delivered little, simply because 
they were effected by astute aca- 
demic log-rolling and the strong- 
arm methods of go-gelter adminis- 
trators rather than by a creative 
change in the point of view of tie 
educators who had to run them. 

Many of the most significant 
changes which, in the judgment of 
many of us, must come in univers!- 
ties involve a re-education of the ed- 
cators if they are to be more than 
paper records of faculty and trustee 
actions left to lic as dead letters in 
the files, 

There is room enough for reassess~- 
ment and reform in education 
systems. 

And the insistence upon reassess- 
ment and reform has been coming 
more from inside than from outside 
the schools, 

But there are signs that the 
schools are likely, in the years im- 
mediately ahead, to suffer from the 
fact that they have been boldly and 
intelligently self-critical. 

Here and there legislators are 
heard to suggest that teachers them- 
Selves are s greatly divided in their 
opinions about the eblectives and 
methods of education that legislators 
should call a )alt on support of the 
schools until a wreater unanimity of 
opinion is reached among educators, 

( want mildly to suggest that the 
very existence of this wide and vivid 
differences of opinion about educa- 
tion among educators is evidence 
not of the lack but of the existence 
of a very real educational reassess- 
ment under way, 

And this deserves praise rather 
than penalty at the hands of legis- 
lators,
